why to shun the quack and his nos­ 
trums. 
Teaching Disease Prevention. 
The Red Cross Health Center is, 
however, of even greater service to the 
well. 
It teaches people how to pre­ 
vent sickness and disease. This I* done 
In 
many interesting and 
attractive 
way8—first of all, by the distribution 
of 
popular 
health 
literature 
and 
through health lectures Illustrated with 
lantern slides or with health motion 
picture aims. Then special exhibits are 
given, one after the other, on various 
health subjects.

children to interest and instruct them­ 
selves and their elders.

But for timely assistance of the 
American Red Cross during the last 
year, a large proportion of the 20.000- 
000 population of the Balkan Stares 
might have starved or perished from 
disease or exposure.

Montenegro, Serbia, Bosnia and Greece
